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Three are quizzed after 
man’s fall from bridge

A MAN was seriously injured on 
Sunday evening after falling 
from a bridge and possibly 
being hit by a train. 

He fell from the bridge of the 
A45 in Weedon and was found 
next to the track just before 6pm. 

Police later started a manhunt 
for three males seen in the area 
at the time of the incident. Three 
men were arrested on suspicion 
of attempted murder and later 
bailed. 

The 4.15pm Manchester 
Piccadilly to Euston Virgin train 
service stopped at the scene 
after the driver spotted the man 
near the tracks, although it is not 
yet clear whether this train 
struck the man. 

Trains had to be diverted via 
Northampton while police car¬ 
ried out their investigation. 

A spokesperson from Virgin 
trains said: “Due to the alertness 
of our driver he was able to spot 
a man near the tracks. 

“He stopped the train and 
asked if there was anyone with 
medical training on board and a 


doctor and nurse were able to 
help. 

“The man was then taken away 
by air ambulance to hospital but 
we cannot confirm at this 
moment how his injuries were 
caused. 

“We remain unsure whether it 
was this train that hit the man or 
whether it was a previous train. 

“There also remains the possi¬ 
bility that the man’s injuries were 
sustained after falling from the 
bridge. 

“At the moment CCTV footage 
from our trains remains incon¬ 
clusive.” 

Two fire crews from Daventry 
helped the British Transport 
Police and ambulance services 
care for the man. 

He was later taken to the 
University Hospital Coventry by 
air ambulance. Daventry District 
Councillor, Kevin Perry, who rep¬ 
resents the Weedon ward, said 
the man’s fall had left him 
shocked. 

He said: “It is totally incredu¬ 
lous that this has happened 
here. It is quite shocking and it 
takes my breath away. 

“I’ve lived in Weedon for 43 


years and I’ve never heard of 
anything like this before. 

“I know that the emergency 
services responded quite quickly 
to it.” 

A spokesman for the British 
Transport Police (BTP) said: 
“BTP and Northamptonshire 
Police officers attended the rail 
line after a report of a man being 
struck and injured by a train. 

“The incident was reported to 
police at 5.45pm on Sunday, July 
18 and is currently being treated 
as unexplained. 

“Following a search of the 
nearby area three men were 
arrested approximately an hour 
later. 

“Two men from Daventry, aged 
34 and 24 years old and a 
34-year-old man from 
Northampton were subsequent¬ 
ly bailed until Wednesday, 
August 18 pending further 
enquiries. 

“The injured man, a 48-year- 
old from Dodford, Northants, 
was taken to hospital in 
Coventry with severe injuries. 

“He currently remains in hos¬ 
pital in a serious but stable con¬ 
dition.”
